differed greatly from that of the Saviourt 
He. indeed ſpoke to God for the people, and 
to the people for God; but then he was not 
reſponſible for their ſins, though he brought 
and ta them the law, and made inter- 
ceſſion for them. Chriſt became ſurety in 
the oovenant of grace; he acted as a princi- 
in behalf of his people. He was ſet up 
rom everlaſting as their Covenant- head and 
Rapteſentative agreed to take their na- 
ture, and to ſtand accountable to God for 
taeir guilt, He knew how to lay his hands 
on both parties as a good day's-man, and to 
bring about a reconciliation between the 
offended and the offending. . 

Once more, There is another point i in 
whichtheſe covenant agree; and that is, they 
ure beth perpetual and everlaſting. The law 
can never be annulled or made void. Its pe- 
nalties or curſes will be executed on the 
wicked for ever, and the godly will be under 
it as a rule of life for ever. I don't ſay we 
ſhall want a written revelation in Heaven, 
but I believe we ſhall know much more of, 
and delight much more in it, there than Bere. 
Heſides, If the law be the will of God, 
that we ſhould obey him, this will a/ways 
be his will; nor would it be poſſible that 

we ſhould obey him even in Heaven with- 
out a rule; — and what rule ſhould this be

creatures are the grand contents of the law; 
and in glory the ſaints will exerciſe this love 
in the moſt perfect manner. Again /, 

The covenant of grace will always conti- 


nue; it is ordered in all bingo and fure* ; and 


the Lord ſays, my couenunt will'T not break, 
nor alter the thing that is gone out of my 
dips *. It is ratified by the promiſe and oath 
of the Father, and by the death and blood 
of the Son. Herein conſiſts the ſafety of the 
faints. Could God change or break his co- 
venant they might periſh ; but he is the Lord 
and changeth not, therefore: they are not con- 
fumed *. In a word, were the law abrogated 


as a covenant of works, and as a rule of life, 


there would be no puniſhment for the ſin- 
ner; nor duty, obedience, or diſobedience in 
the believer. And we may add, if the cove- 
nant of grace were broken, there could be 
no ſalvation for any. 

Let us bleſs God then for a covenant, on 
the unchangeableneſs of which he has pledg- 
ed his veracity and honour, and on the ſame 
principle ſecured his people for ever. But 
as notice will be taken of theſe things, when 
we are a little farther advanced in this diſ- 
courſe, for the preſent we diſmiſs them, and

That of works is made up of precepts, 

inj unctions, and commands. It points out 
to man his duty to God and his neighbour; 
and in caſe of failure, it threatens puniſh- 
ment, as we have ſeen above. It is a per- 
fect law, and was at firſt given to a perfect 

creature. It is true, man by ſin has loſt 
his power to obey, but the law's authority 
to command is perpetually the ſame. Thoſe 
who affert that the law is relaxed, and made 
milder, would do well to ſhew' us wherein, 
and how far, this was done. He that ſpake, 
as never man ſpake, has aſſured us, That he 
came not to deſtroy the law, —and that Hea- 
ven and earth may paſs, but one jot or one tit- 
tle; ſhall in no wiſe paſs from the la. Now 
the covenant of grace is made up of declara- 
tions and promiſes. It is no improper ex- 
preſſion to call it, a Magazine of mercies. It 
does not calÞthe finner to duty, and threaten 
him with damnation in caſe of diſobedience; 
but it calls the needy, the weary and heavy 
laden to peace, reſt, liberty and happineſs. 
2. Theſe covenants differ in this parti- 
cular,-—that of works makes no proviſion 
for ſo much as one of Adam's ruined race.

the purpoſes of good government and godd 
conduct: It alſo ſhews ſinners their ſtate by 


nature, and very awfully aſcertains their de- 


ſerts as tranſgreſſors, but provides them no 
relief. The ſinner may cry for help, and 
die without receiving it. from the law: What: 
| the law could nat da, in that it was weak thro: 
che fleſh, (faith the Apoſtle). God ſent bim um 
Son, &c.*. Now the lay is not weak in vin 
dicating the innocent, or condemning the 
guilty ; but its want of ability is ſeen in ſal- 
vation matters. It can by no means clear 
the guilty: Pay me that thou oweſt, is 
its language to every offender. It curſes euery 
ane that continueth not in all things written 
in it to do them. If we aſk, What is our 
duty to God ar. our neighbour? the law 
can anſwer us: but if we aſk, What we 
muſt do to be ſaved? it has nothing to fay 


to us. By the deeds of the law ſhall no fleſh 


be juſtified in God's fight * 3 by it is —— 
ledge of fin, but not of a Saviou. 
The queſtion then is, Where is ain 
to be had ?—and the anfwer is, In the cp- 
venant of grace. In this great and early 
tranſaction, the three perſons in the Holy 


Trinity agreed upon every circumſtance ne-

The covenant of works was broken 
almoſt as ſoon as given; it is too true (ſo 
to ſpeak) that all men have broken it: A 
have finned, and comt ſbort of tbe glory f 
God Where is the ſon or daughter of A. 
dam to be found that has not broken the law? 
Not one in Heaven, earth, or hell! but bleſſ- 
ed be God, the covenant of grace can never 
be broken. In the verſes before our text, the 
Lord ſaid, I will make a-new covenant with 
the:houſe of Iſrael and Fudab; not according 
to that which [| made © with their fathers, 
{which my covenant they brake, &c.) No, 
(to ſpeak after the manner of man) God 
would take care to make one which they 
never ſhould have it in their power to break.
